Kekaba, William Bill, Kamuela Ha- 
kuole, Opunui, William Ahia, Ed 
Ting Sing, Bam Hola, John Kaaua, 
Makauahoa, Maul, Dan Kauaua, Jack 
Naiwi, Hola Huibui, f-olomon Kapii- 
obo, Ben Maele, William Kanakaole, 
Wahia, Kuaiwa, Kiamanu, William 
Hakalaau, Kaauwai, Kaia, Welewele, 
Tom Ulukou and Walola. 


Kekaha made an objection to Cap- 


tain Cam a ra sitting OD the Commis- 
sion. 
His objection was based on 


Captain Camara's nationality. This 
was not allowed. Each prisoner plead 
guilty to each charge and specifica- 
tion. 
Asked if they cared to make a 


statement, 
the spokesman of the 


accused stated they were willing to 
place their cases at the mercy of the 
court. Within an hour after being 
brought into the court tbeir case was 
disposed of and a short recess taken 
previous to proceeding with the trial 
of John C. Lane charged with mis- 
prision of treason. 
Mr. Neumaun appeared as counsel 


for Lane. Tbe charge was read, the 
objection to the jurisdiction of the 
court offered and overruled, and a 
plea of not guilty entered on the pris- 
oner declining to plead, as usual. 


Sam Nowlein who had been stand- 


ing outside smoking all the morning 
was called 
for the first witness: 


Within three months past I con- 
spired to overthrow the Republic. 
We planned to get men and arms, the 
latter to come from abroad. To land 
the arms we employed agents. The 
usual story of ooutiumaiion of the 
plans was rehearsed. 
Cross-examination : — Was not at 


the meeting at Kakaako; I ordered 
my agents to assemble there; know 
nothing of thut meeting of my own 
knowledge; my agents enlisted be- 
tween 500 and 700; list was written ou 
paper; dont know what kind; re 
chived a list of names from each of 
the men; think about ten lists; saw 
them last on Sunday morning; burned 
them in the back yard Sunday morn- 
Ing; when the men gave me the lists 
tbey said that was the number of 
their squads; had the lists about a 
month. 
Hakuole Silva:—-Was at house of 


Juuius KaaeThuisday night, January 
3d; saw accused there; came just be- 
fore we started out for Henry Bertel- 
mann's, along Brretania to Punch- 
bowl to King; John and I went as far 
as Thomas Square; there we were 
overtaken by Jim Lane, who told us 
lo come back; Jim said, "You come 
back, every thing has been found out;" 
talked with John while going out; I 
told him where we were going and 
that we were to take puns from the 
Waimanalo and laud them at KH- 
kaako; I tohl him this in answer to 
the question, "Where are we going?" 
After going back I did not see any- 
thing more of him that night, when 
Wilcox and I arrived at Bertelmann's 
we went out to the vessel, put the 
guns in boats and took them around 
to Kabala. 
Charlie Warren : — Was sent on 


board tbe Waimanalo and schooner. 


Counsel Neumann made a heated 


objection 
to the leading questions 


asked by the Judge-Advocate, express- 
ing the sentiment that he supposed 
bis objection would be overruled. The 
Judge-Advocate replied that he u*ed 
this method simply to save time. Mr. 
Neuman arose to conti> ue his con- 
versation, but was called down by the 
ruling of tbe Court that it would hear 
the counsel and Judgre-Advocate but 
once on an objection. The Court ruled 
that the Judge-Advocate's question- 
ing should be a little less leading 


Warren testified that John Lane 


and his two brothers were standing on 
the beach when Warren and Town- 
send landed the arms. 
Cross examination:—Reached Rpr- 


telmann's Friday, before daylight; 
found there John Lane, he was in the 
canoe-shed; Lot 
Lane, Jim 
Lane 


and Georpp Towi.send were w i t h me; 
didn't seeBe.-telmaoti; while standing 
there I made the statement that I bud 
landed the arms au<l concealed them; 
John Lane could hear what T said, 
Townsend nnd I both made the i«rae 
statement; don't, know why he sni'l it 
was nerem-ary to nay thf> s.me ilnnp.

break; the other meu who were with 
Lot Lane were standing in the dark, 
aud I could not recognize them ; Lot 
came right up to us; could uot help 
but recognize him ; the report to Lot 
Lane was given in ordinary tone. 


Cbarlea Bartow:— Kuow John Lane, 


the accused ; saw him at his home on 
Saturday night, January 5th ; went to 
Kaae'8 bouse, where John Lane lives, 
for tbe purpose of getting ready to 
fight, Jim Lane, native boy aud my- 
self started out to Kaalawai together. 


Cross examined:- John LanewalkeJ 


into dinlnir room and then went out 
again; walked in and out about twice; 
that i8 all 1 know about him. 
Dick I:— Am a hack-driver; John 


Lane baa ridden in my hack; laat 
drove him on the night of January 
6tb. , found him at the house of Abra- 
ham Fernandez; told rue to drive ia 
on King street; when we reached the 
Kme street bridge Jerry Simont-on 
cama up and asked Lane where he 
was going; Lane told uim he was on 
his way borne; Lane told me to drive 
out toward the residence of J. A. Cum- 
mins; atked him where he wasgoiug; 
told me to drive him to Bertelmauu'c; 
told him there was a fight out there, 
said not to mind that , asked me to go 
iu and help natives fight ; said bis pur- 
pose was to figbt and that two or three 
nights previous he had helped to land 
arms; we were stopped 
near Sans 


Souci and Lane was arrested. 


Cross-examined:— My ftand 
is at 


corner of Bethel aud King streets; 
Bimouson stopped us and tu>ked Lane 
where he was going; Lane answered 
he was going home; Simonson said 
allright; this was at the King i-treet 
bridge: told Lane there was shooting 
going on at Waikiki; be asked me to 
goiuaud help bim; told me he was 
eoingoutto help fight; told me that 
two or three days before he had gone 
out to land arms; the book which you 
ask me about and which I have bere 
in my pocket is a little memorandum 
book; did not make ft memorandum 
at EJC time cf wbat be told me; put 
down on last Saturday what I recol- 
lected of tbe ride with Lane; had a 
talk with Judge-Advocate Robertson 
on last Saturday night and made a 
memorandum of what took place tbe 
Sunday night of the fight; wrote it 
down in my book because I wanted to 
be prepared for the witness-stand; 
wanted to be sure of what I toH Rob- 
ertson; Lane spoke to me in Hawai- 
ian; told me to goto Bertelmann'H; 
told him tbey were fightingout there; 
told me to go on for there was work to 
be done; acked me to RO out aud help 
him; notblug was said about tbe dis- 
position of my hack; have never been 
arrested; wben I returned that night 
told Kaae that John had been ar- 
rested; after my return to town heard 
of the shooting of Carter ; some of the 
backraen at my stand reported that a 
flght was going on at Waikiki, and 
that is how I knew of it. 


W. O, Smith was tbe last witness 


for the prosecution, but was unable to 
be present on account of business at 
Court. 
Tbe Judge-Advocate ai-ked 


that he be allowed to testify later. 
Granted by the defense. 


The defense started with John Baker 


on the stand. 
John Baker:— Was uot a leader 


under Nowleiu ; did not furnish Now- 
leiti any list of names of pem>ns who 


I would join in

figbt; 
furnished 


' Nowleiu with list of men 
who had 


! not taken the oath of allegiance.

Cross examined .—Found out people 


who had not taken the oath by going 
and asking them; Xowlein spoke to 
me about making up the list some 
four months ago. 


Re-dirtct:— There were about four- 


teen or fifteen names, which were 
wntten on white paper; gave list to 
Charlie Clark. 


William Olepau:— Gave Nowlein a 


list of names of natives about ten 
days before tbe beginning of tbe revo- 
tiou; nave bim two or three lists; 
there wt-re about a hundred names on 
one list, told tbe men to join the 
"Aloha Atria" league tor the over 
throw of ihe Government; there were 
over two hundred names in all; Pu- 
kila and John Mahuka went with me 
at times to collect names; Pukiia had 
a list; tie had about cixty eight men; 
^ave hin l i f t t" 6am Nowlein. 
" John MiihuK i '—Got a liat of names 
which I gave tu Sam Nowleiu. gave 
him li-t two or three months before 
the oulbreiik; hit'i about twenty five 
nanies on m y l i M . asked natives to 
join tru "Al.'ha .-iina' league; only 
gave Now ' em <>np hit.

Bartel 


manu's ou Tburbday uigbt; we were 
in the canoe shed ou tbe following 
morning, saw Warreu about 6 o'clock 
lu the morning; John Lane was there 
when Waireu and Towusend arrived; 
left fur borne when 1 saw Warreu au-1 
Tovmsend, Johu went away before I 
left; nothing was said about arms be- 
ing lauded when I was there; did not 
know of any arms; it was daylight 
and 1 could see plainly. 


Cross-examined:—John, Jim and I 


went out to Waikiki ou Thursday 
under Wilcox's command; he did not 
tell us why we were to go out; did 
not say anything to Johu on Satur- 
day about it. 


W. O. Smith for the prosecution:— 


Sunday evening January 6th was the 
first the Goverument knew of tbe re- 
bellion; John Lane did uot give any 
luformation to the Government so far 
as I know. 


Robert Wilcox .—Was at Bertel- 


mann's early Friday morning; was in 
the canoe shed; Townsend, Warren 
and I came together; did not see John 
Lane; would have Been him had he 
been there; did not see John after 
that. 


Cross-examined .—Didn't see John 


Thursday evening; wben I left Kaae's 
with Jim Lane, Willie Lane and Ha- 
kuole, I was going to Kakaako. 


Jobn Lane:—Know Hakuole; 
no 


conversation about landing arms took 
place between him and me; know 
Warren; at daybreak I left on my 
brother's horse and came to town; 
never beard any conversation about 
arms. 


Attorney 
Neumann 
began 
bis 


speech but remembered that he had 
forgotten to question the defendant 
with regard to the statements of Johu 
I. The Court allowed him to place 
the witness on the stand again. 


Jobn Lane 
recalled:—I drove 
I 


out to Waikiki ou Sunday night; had 
no conversation with bim in regard to 
any fight or the landiug of arms; did 
nor ask him tojoin in any fight. 


Cross examined: — When 
I 
left 


Kaae's house on Thursday night I 
went under the orders of Wilcox who 
told me to go to Bertelmann's and 
there wait; had no conversation with 
Wilcox in regard to an outbreak; do 
not remember any conversation with 
any one else in regard to the oat- 
break; did not know what I went to 
Waikiki for; Wilcox said he would 
tell me the purpose upon bis arrival; 
did not see Wilcox upon my arrival 
at Bertelmann'c; waited for him and 
slept on Bertelmann's veranda. 


Tbe question, 
"where were you 


going Sunday night when John I 
drove you 
out ?" 
precipitated an 


argument between counsel for defense 
and tbe Judge-Advocate. The former 
claimed that the latter had no right 
to ask a question that he had not in- 
troduced in the direct examination. 
Tbe latter held that, his question was 
in the direct line of counsel's examin- 
ation aud was sustained by the court. 


Cross examination continued:—Waa 


going to Bertelmann's on the Sunday 
night of the outbreak; told I that I 
was going out to Bertelmauu's, but 
had no conversation about the fight 
and the landing of arms; told Simon- 
son, when be met us at the King 
street bridge, that I was going home, 
knew at that time that I was going 
out to Bertelmann's. 


Mr. Neumann held that the testi- 


mony brought forth by the prosecu- 
tion was not sufficient to convict the 
defendant of the charge. 
He stated 


that there were hundreds of people in 
this city who had heard rumors of an 
uprising among the natives and that 
Jobn Lane knew no more that these. 
Tne testimony as given by John I, 
Hakuole and Warren was contradict 
ory and unreliable. No matter what 
suspicion might rest upon the accused 
he could not be convicted on the testi- 
mony brought forth. 


Judge Advocate Robertson thought 


that the only inference which could be 
drawn from the testimony presented 
was that John Lane was up to the 
neck in tbe revolution, and was only 
prevented by an accident from joining 
into the flght. Tli« bare denial of the 
defendant did not go to prove that 
Dick I and Hakuoie were lying wben 
they made 
their statements. 
He 


thought it peculiar that John Lane 
should be going out to Waikiki on 
the night of the landing of arms and 
on the night of the outbreak. Tne na 
ture and manner iu which the evi- 
dence was given, together with the 
circumstances pointed plainly to con 
viction. 


Court 
adjourned 
until 9:30 tbis 


morning.

A prominent officer of the United 


States navy writes: 


Words are too feeble to express my 


grief and indignation when the sad 
news reached us ^pf the uprising of 
royalists in Hawaii and the death of 
your son. I am filled with Indigna- 
tion at the outrageous policy that di- 
rectly encouraged the royalists to 
make the attempt to overturn the 
Government, the best Hawaii has 
ever known. The news has aroused a 
very strong feeling amongst our peo- 
ple against the present Administra- 
tion and in sympathy for Hawaii, 
which feeling has shown itself in reso- 
lutions and earnest addresses in the 
Senate, and strong editorials in lead- 
ing newspapers all over the country.

Fisher ou the charge of haviug vio- 
lated the neutrality Jaws by trans- 
porting arms aud ammunition to tbe 
Hawaiian country for the use of the 
revolutionary royalists. Captain Mat- 
thew S. Martin professes innocence, 
and persistently declares he has been 
on a bunting expedition. Simultane- 
ous interviews with the captain and 
steward resulted In marked diverg- 
ence iu statements. The steward said 
they had been experiencing good 
weather throughout the voyage. Both 
have the outlines of the hunting story 
by heart, but differed in respect to de- 
tails, hedging when questioned as to 
the amount of salt on board and the 
supply of provisions. Hawaiian Con- 
sul Wood expressed the opinion that 
a straight case can be made out against 
the Wahlburg, and has advised Min- 
ister Thureton on all the facts relat- 
ing to the seizure. 


IJONDON, Feb. 15.— The Government 


stated in the House of Commons to- 
day that the British Commissioner at 
Honolulu had asked the Honolulu 
Government to reprieve Rickard to 
enable theCommissioner to send to the 
Home Government data of the Rick- 
ard trial.

on foot and in carriages, the vendors 
of flowers were as persistent as ever, 
although trade was livelier than usual 
with them, the band played its best 
and everyone seemed good natuted 
and happy, even the exiles themselves.

Charles Creighton was interviewed 


by an ADVERTISER reporter a few 
minutes

in answer to 
the 
question why 


he made up his mind to leave the 
country, replied: 
"Anything was preferable to the 


life we had to live at the prison; not 
chat we had anything in particular to 
complain of in the way of food or 
accommodations, which were all we 
could expect, and Mr. Low made it 
as pleasant as he could for us consist- 
ently with his duty as jailor. 
But 
you don't know what six weeks 
almost solitary confinement will do for 
a man. 
Mind you we were only 


ailowed four hours exercise in the 
yard out of the twenty-four. But the 
weariness of that cell life is indescrib- 
able. It puts a man in that menta 
condition that he would do anything 
say anything, sign anything, even to 
signing away his own life, to get away 
from it and out in the free air again.1 


"By the way, Mr. Creighton," said 


the reporter, "bow about that docu- 
ment you signed to procure your free 
dom? Have you a copy of it?" 


"No, I have not. We were not al 


lowed to take copies, although I asket 
for one." 
"Can you give me the substance 


of it?" 
"As near as I can remember, it was 


in these words, and being a lawyer 
and the document a short one I think 
it is about as near right aa memory 
can make it: 
"Whereas, the undersigned. Charles 
L. Creighton, a resident of Honolulu 
Island of Oahu, is now confined in 
Oahu jail upon the charge of compli- 
city in the recent rebellion; and 
"Whereas, the said Charles L 


Creighton is desirous of leaving the 
Islands of Hawaii on or before Febru- 
ary 23d, 1895; 


''Now, therefore, permission is here- 


by given the said Charles L. Creigh 
ton to do so, upon the condition tha 
he does so leave on or before said date 
at his own expense and without re 
course on the Republic of Hawaii. 
I 
is further agreed that during the ab 
sence of said Creighton from the Re 
public no charge arising out of his 
complicity in the late rebellion wil 
be made against him by or for the 
Republic, and that the period of such 
absence shall be entirely at the pleas 
ure of the Minister of Foreign Affaire 
of said Repnbllc."

Archie McDowell made every 


preparation to leave on the Warri- 
moo yesterday, but he is still here. 
He had his trunk packed, said 
good-byo to his numerous friends 
and went down to the wharf and 
even tried to go aboard. There 
were two things, however, which 
prevented his departure for Suva, 
Fiji, hia destination. One of these 
was that be had failed to provide 
himself with a ticket, rather a 
necessary requisite on that elegant 
vessel, and the other was that 
Captain Bird most emphatically 
refused to take him, ticket or not. 
"I want no more exiles aboard my 
ship," said Captain Bird, "I had 
to give $150,000 bonds on account 
of the last three I took from here 
before the ship could leave Van 
couver. No more exiles in mine.' 


Mr. McDowell says he is entirely 


penniless and unable to purchase a 
ticket anywhere. 
He is willing to 


leave if the authorities will send 
him away and will keep his trunk 
packed for that purpose. 
If Mar- 


shal Hitchcock does not take him 
to his hotel in the meantime he 
proposes to call on Commissioner 
Hawes in the morning and ask his 
assistance in the matter.

LET D3 BE SATISFIED. 


The iinal sentence?, passed on 


Saturday, 
upon those in revolt 


against the Republic, closes an- 
other chapter of these times. 
In 


refraining from enforcing the death 
penalty, the Government has acted 
wisely, under all of the circumstan- 
ces. 
It- was not a question of right 


or wrong only which was involved, 
of sufficient or insufficient punibh 
ment, but it involved a most ser- 
ious question of policy, of maintain- 
ing ourselves here, and retaining 
our moral strength abroad. 
On the 


whole, it was better to run some 
risk, through clemency to the reb- 
els, than peril our friendly relations 
with leading men in the States. 


At the same time, it does not at 


all follow, that capital punishment 
would have secured for us, what we 
expect it would. 
There is little 


analogy between private and polit- 
ical crimes. 
The motives which 


lie behind revolutions, are usually 
of a stronger and higher character 
than the motives which lead to 
simple murder. 
Men actuated by 


a sense of patriotic justice, will 
take great risks. 
Even those who 


revolt from selfish motives are in- 
fluenced not so much by a fear of 
punishment, as by the hope of sac- 
cess. If another revolt be proposed 
here, the men who are asked to join 
in it will consent to it, if they be- 
lieve it will succeed. In the South 
Americau States, revolutionists are 
shot at once.

LESSONS OF THE ELBE TRAGEDY. 


CONSPIRACY" HATCHING PROVEN 


On the 17th day of November 


last the ADVERTISER published the 
details, at length, of a conspiracy 
for the overthrow of the Govern- 
ment. 
It was not generally cred- 


ited in this community, and an 
evening paper was quite swift to 
pronounce it a " fake " 


Recent events, however, show 


that the statement was substan- 
tially true, and that the Attorney- 
General and the Marshal were jus- 
tified in giving it credit, to a certain 
extent. 


The names of the conspirators 


were, purposely, not given by the 
ADVERTISER, but recent revelations 
prove that the author of the state- 
ment was correct in hia declaration 
of names. 


The account of a meeting at San 


Souci, about September 1st, was 
correctly given, and a majority of 
the persons present are now con- 
victed and are in stripes. 
The 


conspiracy covered the plan of 
sending men to San Francisco for 
the purchase of arms and ammuni- 
tion, in November, and it was 
stated in the meetings that one 
or more prominent men of this 
city, identified with the royalist 
cause, would liberally contribute 
money for that purpose. The con- 
fession of any one of the persons 
present would, just now, make 
highly interesting reading, espe- 
cially the report, of the transactions 
of the " c o m m i t t e e on a r m a m e n t , 
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It is a fact, strange, but none the 


less true, that the average commu- 
nity does not rise to a sense of the 
danger to which its members may 
b* victims until some great calam- 
ity falls and strikes near home. 
We of the nineteenth century are 
wont to glory over the progress in 
art, science and the comforts of 
life generally j 
the 
rapidity of 


travel and the safety attending our 
going and coming, due to new im- 
provements, and yet hardly a year 
goes by that does not add some 
new horror to the list of catas- 
trophes that 
demonstrates how 


incomplete are our most 
trust- 


worthy safeguards in construction 
and how necessary is eternal vigi- 
lance on the part of the great car- 
riers to assure a comfortable degree 
of safety to the patronizing public. 


The ruthless destruction of hu- 


man life caused by the sinking 
of the Elbe brings to mind that the 
non-sinkable ship has yet to be 
constructed, the water-tight com- 
partments proving of little avail on 
this occasion ; that the average 
ship's crew aa now made up, is not 
to be depended upon to look to the 
pafety of anyone but themselves in 
time of danger, and that in conse- 
quence of improvements in con- 
struction the tendency is to belittle 
the recognized value of properly 
manned boats and life-rafts. 
The 


ship's crew, outside the officers of 
course, which one sees on the ocean 
Bteamerp, is made up practically 
the scum of the earth, picked up 
here and there, driftwood of human- 
ity. 
The story of the E.be horror 


shows that the passengers obeyed 
the orders" of the officers, arid the 
crew did not, looking only 
to 


save their own lives. 
How often 


do ocean travelers watch a farcical 
boat drill and know only too well 
that in many an instance the boats 
are practically bound to the davit 
blocks by rust, and, on touching 
the water, stand a good chance of 
being unaeaworthy.

LAND TITLES IN SAMOA. 


Cover 200,000 More Acres Than the 


Entire Area of Those Islands. 


WASHINGTON, Fob 6.—The Samoao 


Land Court appointed under the 
provisions of the trusty of Berlin by 
the three signatory power?, to settle 
the complex qnestions affecting the 
titles to lands in Samoa, completed 
its work December 31, and W. L. 
Chambers, the United States Com- 
missioner, has returned to this conn- 
try and snbmitted his individual re- 
port to the Secretary of State. The 
work of the commission was of the 
most difficult nature, for there were 
titles in existence to land that in the 
aggregate amounted to 200,000 more 
Hcres than the whole area of the 
Samoan Islands. 
Some of these 


were native titles, some were held by 
German traders, some by English- 
men, and a good many by Americans. 


The general policy of the commis- 


sion was to favor the natives wherever 
possible. The detailed statement of 
the results of the work of the com- 
mission are at present in Samoa, so 
it cannot be known here whether it 
is true, as repotted in the German 
newspapers, that the result WHS to 
give to the Germans nearly all of the 
lands on the islands. This is doubted, 
however, in view of the fact that each 
country had an equal representation.

OPINION Ot 
THE COURT B^ JCD1'. t

This is a writ of error to review 


and correct certain alleged errors of 
law in the charge of the Circuit 
Judge to the jury on an appeal from 
the Probate Ooort to the jary, the 
issue being the competency of one 
Charlotte Adams, to make the will in 
question. The will was admitted to 
probate on the petition of J. U. 
Carter who was the Executor therein 
named. Mr. Carter in his petition 
orayed that the will be admitted to 
probate and "that letters testamen- 
tary be issued to some person to be 
Bsmed by the Honorable Court," and 
on the will being proved and the an- 
nouncement made in open Court 
that Mr. Carter would renounce the 
appointment as Executor, the Court 
appointed, on nomination of the de 
visee Mr. Charles Lucas.

A Press Party Visits the Kanewai 


Springs Yesterday. 


A pleasant party, made up of E. 


R 
Hendry and J. T. Stacker, of 


tbe Hawaiian Hardware Company, 
together -with Dan Logan, editor of 
the Bulletin ; Ed. Towse, editor of 
the Star ; Harry Smith, of the Star 
office ; and W. H. Coney, of the 
AD\ EKTIBER, visited A. S. Cleg- 
lorn's property at Moilhli, near the 
'amous Kanewai springs, yesterday, 
br the purpose of inspecting the 
arge aermotor lately set up at that 
place. 


The aermotor, since its introduc- 


tion three and a half years ago, has 


reated quite a revolution in the 
islands, so that lands which have 
been all but useless heretofore, are 
giving good yields of different pro- 
ducts at the present time. 


The land that was visited by the 


press party yesterday has been, 
until just recently, a very dry 
piece, and has not been producing 
much of a yield of any product. 
Just previous to the outbreak on 
Sunday, the Gth of January, the 
setting up of the aermotor at that 
place was completed. It has been 
working steadily since that time, 
and when a six or eight mile wind 
slows, sends forth 20,000 gallons of 
water to the hour. 


It might be contended that an 


aermoter is simply a windmill un- 
der another name. 
Such, indeed, 


is the bare fact; but closer inspec- 
tion, such as was gained yesterday, 
will show that the manner of work- 
ing is decidedly more easy, and the 
general action much more simple. 
The aermoter, from actual figures, 
will do more work and keep up 
that work more steadily than the 
old-fashioned windmill. 


The aermoter lately set up on A. 


S. Cleghorn's property is the larg- 
est that has been eracted on the 
islands, although the tower itself, 
which is seventy feet, is not as high 
as the one at Lihue, Kauai, which 
is the highest. Whenever there is 
a very heavy gale of wind the aer- 
motor stops itself, thus obviating 
any danger that might occur, and 
allowing those who are in charge to 
sleep in contentment through a 
storm. 


In the near future, the Chinamen 


who have rented the land for culti- 
vation 
intend to 
use 
portable 


flumes for carrying water to the 
higher lands. At present there is 
but one main stream by which the 
water is conveyed to over thirty- 
five rice patches, all of which seem 
to be in the very beet of condition. 


There are at present a hundred 


and fifty aermoters on the islands, 
fifty being on the island of Oahu
